Report of School Board. 


Onr schools have been under the instruction of teachers who 
realized the responsibility resting upon them, as those who are 
aiding to form the characterof youth. There has been a desire 
on the part of the scholars generally to advance the standard 
of their schools. It is not necessary for us to mention each 
teacher in detail. No other public servants of the town are 
annually complimented or discredited by published personal re- 
marks. It is not a universal custom ; and the only fruits arising 
from such remarks are that they furnish food for the vanity of 
those commended, or serve to tickle the minds of the unfriend- 
ly, in case the teacher has beea unsuccessful.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


We take pleasure in again communicating to the people of 
Lempster that the schools are, as a whole, in a prosperous con- 
dition, that the school work has been carried on without serioua 
hindrance, and all the teachers have been in a measnre success- 
ful. Some have merited particular mention for securing good 
order, diligence and thoroughness in study. The standard of 
all school systems depends almost entirely upon the character 
and efficiency of its teachers. Hence they should be selected 
with great care and witha conscience void of offence. No 
position is more exacting than that of teacher, none requiring 
greater tact or patience. They should be able not only to teach 
from the text books but they should be able to inspire in their 
pupils a desire to obtain knowledge. Most of our teachers 
have been workers, and it should be understood by all that the 
school-room is a place for constant and earnest work. No 
teacher can do justice to a school, or hope to reach the highest 
degree of success. who is willing to devote six hours only to 
their work, while their best energies are-expended elsewhere. 
Let the teachers be wide-awake and enthusiastic in the school 
and Lempster is not wanting in bright boys and girls to emulate 
their example. 

The maintenance of good order in the school-room is one of 
the requirements demanded of every teacher, and we can freely 
say that with few exceptions the discipline in all our schools 
has been excellent. The task of caring for and instructing 
children through a term of school is not light, and especially 
when we consider that they have been reared in different fami- 
lies, with a diversity of government, instruction and motive. 
As are our schools, so are our children; so is the forthcoming 
generation, the generation that is to hold the scepter of power 
in families, communities and the state. It does seem that the 
time has come when all children ten years of age and upwards 
should enter our schools to govern themselves, and regard the 
rules and regulations made to aid and protect the faithful stu- 
dent as sacred. Whenever they fail to do this, after proper 
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probation, they should be suspended and remain so until they 
give evidence that they will return to the school to obey strictly 
the rules. How preposterous in this age of moral reforms that 
large pupils should be in the school to be governed. The idea 
that one or more scholars should disturb a whole school, thereby 
causing loss of time and opportunity which can really never be 
made up, is absurd and sinful. There should be no longer an 
occasion, if there ever was, for the birch and ferule to be in the 
school-room. ' 

Few realize the loss sustained by irregular attendance in our 
schools. We have maintained six schools, each nineteen weeks 
in length, with an enrollment of 89 scholars. The number of 
occasional absences recorded on the registers is 1832, or 916 
days, equal to a little more than the amount of schooling one 
scholar would receive in nine years, allowing our average school 
year to be twenty weeks. ‘Think of this! 

With the free text-books and school supplies has come a new 
order of things. ‘The scholar is entrusted with the use and 
care of property not his own. ‘The book he studies, the slates, 
pens, pencils, ink and writing-books with which he works, are 
the property of the town, and a lesson of economy in the use of 
them would make quite a saving in their expense. We do not 
mean that undue waste or improper care has been the rule, but 
with their free use scholars are liable to become wasteful unless 
teachers and parents remind them of it. 

The citizen must inform himself by visiting the schools and 
by reading upon the subject of education. He can get no cor- 
rect knowledge of them from rumors and the tales of children: 
Would you know of the work done in the schools, visit them. 
The mothers do, ‘‘the fathers, where are they?’ Run into, the 
school now and then for a little while. You will always be 
welcome. Much of the responsibity for the school should be 
placed where it belongs, in the home. 

In a town where families are scattered, as here, the question 
of many small schools or of as few as is practical with distance 
to overcome will continually confront us. We need longer and 
larger schools. A start in this direction should be made at 
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once. It is well known that larger schools offer many advan- 
tages. Better teachers can be secured, greater unity of method 
and purpose attained, and increased interest on the part of the 
pupils assured. 

There is no more difficult problem that the school board is called 
upon to solve, or under existing conditions one more likely to 
come up anew with each returning year or term, than that of 
transportation of children. ‘The outlying divisions of the dis- 
trict are not to be deprived of their school privileges. This is 
always a delicate matter for the school board to handle, and 
seldom can they arrange it satisfactorily either to themselves or 
to parents. Some action should be taken by the district tending 
to relieve the school board of some of the responsibility resting 
upon them in this matter. A reasonable price should be estab- 
lished by vote of the district, to be paid to those who live more 
than a specified distance from the school where their children 
attend. 

There will be repairs needed in some of the school houses the 
coming year. All of the school-rooms except No. 2 need coats of 
paint and whitewash on the walls; some of them should be new 
papered, others new shingled. ‘The health and comfort of our 
children ought to be sufficient reason for keeping our school 
buildings in repair. The spirit of the age demands good com- 
fortable school-rooms. It would seem to be economical to raise 
a small amount of money forthis special purpose. 

The liberal appropriations made for the support of our schools 
in bygone years, and the attention paid to them on the part of 
our citizens, attest an interest in the cause and means of educa- 
tion among us which furnish a grateful indication of the char- 
acter of the past and a good omen for the future. The schools 
of our country are said to be free, but they will not run them- 
selves ; they cost money, but are the last items of expense that 
an enlightened and progressive people should grudge or with- 
hold, for from them come our most valued products, and from 
us they demand a generous. liberality. We would say, if re- 
trenchments should be made anywhere let them not be made in 
the school. Populareducation at the public expense is a funda- 
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mental democratic principle. 

If any are disposed to complain because they are heavily tax- 
ed to support schools, remember that the excellence of their 
schools, and the education of the community in which they live 
will raise the market value of their farms and other property, 
twenty-fold more than the tax they are required to pay. | 

Do not miss going to the school meeting. Let everyone who 
has a scholar be present to help do the busmess. Do not leave 
this for those who have no children to send to school, and 
therefore naturally have not that interest which you should 
have, and will frown upon any motion made which will tend to 
increase their taxes. 

They are simply doing what seems to them to be best for 
their interests. You go and do what is best for you and yours 
and you will have done your duty and nothing more. 

‘‘Tonorance is the parent of viee.” This is an old saying 
and has the virtue of coming very near the truth, therefore 
good citizens of Lempster, if as a town ora community, we 
wish to excel, we must shield with care our common schools. 
It is not sutficient to have them in operation a few months of 
the year, they must be sustained heartily; parents and guard- 
ians must see to it that the children in their charge attend 
promptly and constantly, and instruct them to obey necessary 
rules. The state or town or both together may furnish means, 
but the efforts of the officers and teachers must be supported by 
home influence to reach the much desired goal. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


We wish to thank the citizens of the district for voting an 
extra sum for the support of a term of high school this winter. 
Your committee have tried to be faithful and prudent in the use 
of these funds. 

We can afford to economize on every other line better then 
on that which will give us the means whereby we can educate 
our boys and girls at home. The true wealth of the people of 
Lempster does not lie in our fertile soil and verdure clad hills, 
but in the intellectual training of our boys and girls. 
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We should give them every opportunity within our means to 
keep pace with the demand of the age in which we live. 

A term of school where our advanced scholars can receive 
that instruction which they need and which the district school 
cannot furnish seems to be a necessity, so we make bold to ask , 
that the generous appropriation of the last two years be contin- 
ued the coming year. There is no other time of the year when 
a few months of school seems so nearly to meet all the require- 
ments of this community as the late fall and winter season. 

The boys can be better spared from home duties and it is 
impossible to estimate the advantage gained or the benefit they 
derive under the instruction of such teachers as we have been 
so fortunate to secure in the last three years. Our scholars are 
earnest and determined in the race after knowledge and fully 
appreciate the superior advantages which the town has extend- 
ed to them. And well have they performed their part to secure 
the full benefit from the money which has been expended for 
this purpose. 

The present term which will close towards the last of Feb- 
ruary is under the instruction of Mr. Guy E. Speare, of Ran- 
dolph, Vt. Mr. Speare is a student of Dartmouth College, of 
the Junior class Classical course. Your committee was _partic- 
ularly fortunate in securing him for heis assuredly a superior 
teacher, and the'school at this writing has in every way been 
a success. The discipline has been excellent, progress has 
been the watchward, the relations between teacher and pupils 
have been of a friendly nature and harmonious. The advance 
made in all branches of the different studies pursued has been 
thorough. Miss Elvia M. Cutler has been employed as assist- 
ant teacher and has labored faithfully for the benefit of the 
younger pupils. 

The whole number of scholars enrolled on the record is thirty- 
eight, the attendance has been very regular, averaging thirty- 
five for the term. A beneficial feature of this school has been 
literary exercises Thursday evenings in connection with the 
Young People’s Reading Club, better known as the ‘Sigma 
Kappa”. ‘The programs presented at these meetings have been 
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of a meritorious character, consisting of debates, recitations, 
essavs, readings and music, and. have been a source of pleasure, 
recreation and benefit to the scholars, and very interesting and 
instructive to visitors. 

Since the establishment of the high school a marked improve- 
ment iu the standing and scholarship of the district schools can 
be preceived. May the one become a permanent fixture, and 
the forward progress of both continue to be cherished as our 
most valued possessions. 

We thank the teachers, scholars and citizens for the courtesy 
shown us in ths performance of our duties.

Report of Librarian. 


It is impossible to form any estimate of the value of the 
library to the people of our town, in broadening their know- 
ledge, expanding their minds, deepening their thought, and en- 
riching their lives, to say nothing of the pleasure they experience 
while reading. Good books are often our wisest and best 
friends. 

During the past year the appearance of the library room 
has been much improved and the book room more than doub- 
led by the addition of new shelves. 

There are 536 books and 714 magazines in the library. 
No new books have been received. although some are expected 
soon. Some of the best of the books have become so worn 
that they have been replaced. 

There have been 1700 books and magazines taken out in 
the past year. The fines amount to $1.12 Of this 42 cents 
has been received. ‘The fines now owed the library amount to 
$5.18; if this was paid it would purchase twelve to eighteen 
books, or several years’ numbers of magazines. 

As we now have plenty of shelf-room, a good way for 
everyone who is interested in the library and has a desire to 
improve it, would be to donate one or more books. In nearly 
every home there are probably books of value that are laid 
away and never looked at or read that might be doing service 
if they were put into the public library.
